Unfortunately for 
Germany, perhaps, but fortunately 
for the others countries of the world, 
that statement was based upon a 

.understanding. It is not synthe- 
tic gold which has been made by 
Germany scientists; it is synthetic 
coal, " black gold," and that is vast- 
ly more important 

A druggist in Munich— Prueckner, 
his name -has actually managed to 
produce a high grade anthracite 
from stone quarries. It is quite true 
that such a transmutation lias not 
interested the scientists of all lin- 
ages and is not as engaging to the 
minds of modern scientists as elusive

So it seems that Germany's very 
existence was placed in jeopardy, 
the more so as the peace treaty pre- 
vents her from entering into com- 
mercial treaties, except on minor 
subjects. 

Nineteenth and twentieth century 
civilization is largely based on the 
use of mechanical power for the 
purpose of production. The mutual 
relations of mechanical power and 
civilization have never been driven 
home to the public at large as they 
have been brought to universal atten- 
tion by the worid wide coal shortage 
during the war. 

Though the Berlin Patent Office 
has not yet rendered a decision of 
Prueckner's application for a patent 
on. his synthetic coal process, the fact 
that Prueckner produced synthetic 
coal that in every respect is the equal 
of anthracite has been established 
beyond any doubt by a number of 
official practical tests. 

One of the tests was made to 
ascertain the heating power of each 
of the two kinds of fuel. The 
synthetic coal burned without a 
smell and with an insigificant vol- 
ume of smoke and produced 7995 
heat units per too kilogrammes, 
220 pounds, while anthracite coal 
has a heating power of from 7,000 
to 8,000 heat units per 100 kilo- 
grammes and emits many times 
more smoke, causing the well known 
odor. That means that synthetic 
coal, if used to produce directly heat 
or steam, at least equals high grade 
anthracite. 

Still more favorable was the gas 
test One hundred kilogrammes of 
anthracite were placed in one retort 
and the same quantity of synthetic 
coal in another. Both retorts were 
subjected to the same heat, and their 
contents converted into gas and coke. 

The gas obtained from the syn- 
thetic coal yielded "more heat units 
per second while it lasted, and it last 
ed longer than the anthracite. The 
coke of both kinds of coal equaled 
in weight and heating power. 
That result is of special importance 
because Germany is consistently 
striving to restrict consumption of 
coal to factories and gas works, and 
has made already much progress in 
that direction. 

The heat from burning coal is to 
be utilized to make steam to drive 
stationary engines But thereby 
not more than 18 per cent, of the 
inherent power of coal can be Otitic- 
ed. Not to waste the remaining 
power, the fires beneath the boilers 
will be connected with gas generat- 
ing plants, the illuminating gas 
yielding about twice as much heat 
Or power as the direct burning of 
coal. 

The chief by-product of that 
process is coke, to be burned on 
board of ships and in households, 
which may also use either illuminat 
ing gas or hydrogen gas for heat- 
ing purposes. The hydrogen gas is 
produced by pouring water on live 
coke. Small and medium industrial 
establishments will by and by have 
to install gas motors and use illum- 
inating or hydrogen gas. Dr. 
Walter Rathenau, former president 
of the Allgeincine K.lektricitaets- 
Gesellschaft (General Klectric Com- 
pany), estimated that by these 
Improvements coal consumption can 
by 50 per cent. 

The process of production of syn- 
thetic coal is simple, according to 
Prueckner, who operates near Mun- 
ich a small plant. Prueckner said: 

" Factories will be erected in the 
vicinity of quarries. Two different 
kinds of soft stones are crushed and 
ground into line sand and mixed with 
en tain chemicals. The mixture will 
be moistened, pressed into briquets 
heated, dried and cooled. 

"The synthetic coal industry will 
not depend on anthracite or bitumi- 
nous or subituminous coal or peat, 
or their by-products, or an any other 
material used as fuel. 

" Germany, like nearly every 
other country, has a superabundance 
of the necessary minerals and can 
produce the chemicals in unlimited 
quantities. 

"As produced in the little plant 
near Munich, synthetic coal can be 
sold to the consumer at half the 
Of anthracite. It Is certain that 
the cost of the product will be reduc- 
ed when manufacture on a largescale 
is begun." 

The formula Is of course kept 
secret at the present time, and pro- 



patent is granted. For of all the 
victors of the world war, only three 
England, Beligum and Italy — have 
renounced up to now their Versailles 
Treaty privilege to subject the 
"property rights and interests of 
German nationals to exceptional war 
measures that have been or will be 
taken with regard to them" — in 
other words, to seize German pro- 
perty, including patents. 

For that reason there is no prospect 
that synthetic coal will be produced 
outside of Germany until anon-Ger- 
man makes an invention similar or 
identical with that of Prueckner, 
the Munich druggist. — N. Y. Sun- 
day Herald. •

When primitive man began to write 
a record of his doings he expressed 
his meaning by using a series of 
pictures. If, for example, he wished 
to write that he had travelled for 
three days over the mountains with 
a companion, and that he had killed 
a lion, he drew two men walking, 
then three suns and some mountains, 
and lastly a dead lion pierced by 
spears. 

One advantage of this form of 
writing, which is still used by savage 
peoples, is that you can see its mean- 
ing without knowing the language 
of those who wrote it. Its great 
drawback, however, is that it is not 
possible for it to express proper 
names; to write "Mr. Smith went to 
London," would mean drawing an 
exact portrait of Mr. Smith and a 
recognizable picture of London ! 

Early men, therefore, sought for 
some better method, and at length 
evolved the system of writing by 
means of pictures representing 
syllables. If we used this kind of 
writing we could set down the name 
"Smithson " by drawing a picture 
of a smith with his hammer, to- 
gether with one of the sun. 

Reading this picture-writing like 
solving a puzzle competition and 
it was quite as difficult. There were 
so many syllables that it was necess- 
ary to have an enormous number of 
signs to represent them all. 

It occurred to some primitives 
if you made your pictures represent 
not whole syllables, but simply their 
own inital letters, you could write 
any word with the use of about thirty 
signs This invention gave the 
world its first alphabet, which con- 
sisted of between twenty and thirty 
pictures of common animals or 
objects. 

To write " Jones" in this way we 
might draw little pictures of a jam- 
pot (J), an oar (O), a nest (N), an 
eel (E), and a ship (S). As this is 
rather a long business, our drawings 
would be very rough, and in course 
of time we would adopt conventional 
signs for them, made with as few 
strokes as possible. 

Thus the jampot might become a 
square; the oar a straight line thick- 
ened at one end; the nest, a circle; 
the eel, a wavy line; and the ship a 
horizontal straight line met by a 
downward stoke reprseenting the 
mast. 

This is what happened in the case 
of our own alphabet. It came to us 
through the Romans who had it from 
the Greeks. The Greeks received 
it from the Phoenicians, or Philis- 
tines, to whom it was given by their 
cousins the Jews. The Jews them- 
selves obtained the idea from the 
hieroglyphics of the Egyptians, 
iwssibly during their captivity in 
pt. 
The Hebrew name for A is aleph, 
which means an ox. Turn A upside 
down, and you have the ox's pointed 
face and horns. In early times 
there was no fixed rule for the posi- 
tion of the letters. You could write 
from left to right, right to left, from 
top to bottom, or from bottom to top 
of the page, just as you liked. The 
letters could stand on their heads or 
lie on their sides. Thus B, which 
is the Hebrew beth, a house, lay on 
its side originally. Draw a capital 
P>. making the loops pointed instead 
of curved ; turn it sideways, and yoti 
will see the twin-pointed roofs of a 
house. 

D was at first triangular. Its He- 
brew name is daleth, which means a 
door. But how can a triangle repretr- 
sent a door ? If you recall for a ut< 
ent how much of their time the 
Jews spent in tents, you will see 
the explanation at once.

It is not difficult tO 00 
deisland why lovers of horses chiih' 
tO adopt the horcshoe as a talisman 
agaiust misfortune, fot horses were 
considered to bo essentially liable to 

the machinations of witehes This 
stands out in all the records of the 
Lancashire witehes and other evil 
hags. 

If precautions were not taken 

these mischievous witches would 
ride the horses at dead of night 

over the hills, and when the owner 
came to the stable in the tnoiuiug 
he would find his animals in a 
lather and exhausted. A horse- 
shoe fastened over the stable door 
was bellved to ward oft such evil. 

Almost everybody considers it un- 
lucky to pass a horseshoe on the 
road without picking it up. It is a 
sign emblematic of the greatest 
power. We. are Indebted for this 
statement to old tales, ccntuiics old, 
that have descended from father to 

son, from mother to daughter, 
throughout the years. 

But it is necessary to observe 

how the horseshoe lies before pick- 
ing it up. If the ends are away 
from one the sign is that fortune 

will be within grasp, but b] 

t raVaga noe, carelessness or the 
operation of rogues it may depart. 
A sign to take care is given, there- 

The right thing to do is to turn 
the horseshoe around so that the 

ends are toward the finder before 
picking it up. And in carrying it 
home, it is correct to hold it with 
the ends upward, else the earth will 
attract to itself all the promised foi 
tune. 

When the shoe is nailed up ou a 
door 01 window in its destined place 
the ends must be upward or the 
whole luck emblem will be nulli- 
fied. Instead of keeping evil spirits 
away Hie shoe in the wrong posi- 
tion, it is contended, will attraot 
them. 

it is supposed that the element of 
elect rieily enters into the matter. 
From the shoe proceeds a current 
of beneficent rays thai with the end 
upward will spread over the house 

as a protecting influence; with the 

ends downward the good rav 
thrown into the all-receiving earth, 
and with them many of the good 

Influences thai are about the place. 

The luck of the horseshoe lias a 
most respectable beginning It is 
traced to the religion of the old 

Greeks and their sea god Poseidon, 
who was identical with the Roman 
sea god Neptune 

The Poseidon horses were sacied. 

He was believed to have created the 

first horse when he struck the 
ground With his trident and a horse 
sprang from Hie hole, which after- 
ward keeame a spring, To him all 
springs were ascribed. In the shape 

horse he sometimes wandered 
by the shores of his ocean domain, 
and where he struck his hoofs deep 
ly, there the waters gushed out and 
permanent springs were formed. 
This is the reason why lioiseshoes 

nsidered lucky, doing to the 
root of the matter one sees a nature 
myth as the underlying principle. 
A d to the sea all rain comes; to 

the sea all sprin: heir primal 

in. Also to the rain and fresh 
waters, sea derived, we owe all 
fertility. 

The old Greeks therefore wor- 
shiped Poseidon as the fortune 
giver through his springs. They 
adored the footprints of horses 
when they gave him horses and 
found them, for they might 
be the very fool prints of the god's 
own him 

When horses came to be shod the 
transition of the luck emblem from 



— practically the same thing 
easy. Pegasus, the winged horse, 
from whose hoofs the water springs 
gushed copiously when he eamo to 
earth, has been credited with the 
horseshoe luck. 

Some legends had it that he was 
the son of Poseidon, was therefore 
gifted by his falhei with power to 
call the waters from the earth. 
Other tales slate that Pegasus 
sprang from the trunk of Gorgon 
Medusa after Perseus had cut off 
her head. He had t ho power of 
producing famous springs which" 
gave the gift of poesy, of art, of 

intellectual [lowers. From these 
springs the muses drank deeply. 

The horseshoe was a specific

amount of toxin-antitoxin Three 
injections are given at weekly 
intervals. A slight redness and 
swelling occur at the site- of in 
jection hut no ill effect should 
follow. This method, of immuni- 
sation is thought to last a lifetime. 
Immunisation by diphtheria an- 
titoxin, the system formerly used, 
lasts only a few weeks. Many

This system when so perl, 
that it can be more extensively used, 
promises to exert an effective 
trol ovei one of the most fatal of 
children's diseases.

It is then 
that wriukles appear, for these are 
nothing more than a fine continuous 
line of dimples, due to the short, 
ing or weakening of the muscles 
just under the skin — usually those 
which have been subjected lo 
greatest stiain.

paratively young men, weofteu note 
wrinkles around the « lines 

at the corners of the mouth, signs 
that these muscles have been over- 
worked and have, at last, succumbed 
to the continuous, exertion. If the 
matter is attended to in time it is 
often possible to eradicate tb* 
wrinkles by massaging or moving the
